The new tariff* will affect the costs of electric service of the Company's cot- 
miners in the City of Philadelphia; Delaware, Main Line, Schuylkill and Eactarn 
Divisions — or the entire territory served by the company in Philadelphia and

One teaspoonful of lea for each 
cup, and an extra teaspoonful for 
the pot. Place the tea in a warm 
teapot—a teapot of earthenware, 
china, or glass.

water. Be sure Hie water is boiling 
violently, not just steaming.
